Policies and Programs for Agriculture - Ontario and Quebec

This handbook contains information on programs and policies administered by the govern- 
ments of Ontario and Quebec. It summarizes the objectives of each program, the assistance 
or service provided, the persons or groups eligible for assistance, and the agency responsible 


for administering the program. 


The following program areas are covered: agricultural research, credit, crops and livestock, 
production and marketing, disease control, agricultural organizations and agencies, stabili- 


zation, etc.
